The Value of Advertising

With no newspapers being printed, a drop 
in retail sales has occurred despite efforts of 
stores to substitute radio and TV advertising for 
the newspaper space they formerly had. 

It doesn't make much difference whether 
yon have the best values, the most courteous 
clerks, and the lowest prices in the area if no one 
knows about it. 

Word-of-mouth advertising used to work out 
very well. There was little competition and many 
people traded at the same store their parents had 
patronized. 

Mow, with numerous items clamoring for at- 
tention, and with the barriers of distance gone, 
intensive advertising has become a necessity of 
■not only business but of civic enterprises, clubs, 
candidates for office, etc. 

Not all advertising is done through paid ads, 
it's true. The club that has news notes in the pa- 
per, the politician who tries to keep his name be- 
fore the public via the news story route or per- 
sonal interview, the business that sends news 
stories to the paper, are all doing a form of ad- 
vertising. The familiar name, the well-known slo- 
gan, are the ones that spring to mind when it 
comes time to buy, to vote, to donate to charity. 

Even a smile, a courteous greeting, are a 
form of advertising — an ad that says, "I'm a 
pleasant, courteous fellow." 

No one can deny the value of a smile. And 
since the New York newspaper strike, no one can 
deny the value of advertising.

Does the 
thought of- becoming a face- 
less number in the huge 
maw of government bureau- 
cracy fill you with dread? 

Then take warning. There 
is abroad in the land a move 
to Institute uniform number- 
ing of all county highways, 
township roads and state and 
federal highways. 

This would mean that all 
county roads would have a 
definite number or letter 
combination and the town- 
ship roads would have simi- 
lar efficient designation sym- 
bols. 

This would also moan the 
elimination of such colorful 
and exciting designations as 
Aptaklslc Rd., Grub Hill Rr„ 
Fort Hill ltd. or Rivcrwoods 
Rd. 

As yet there Is no indica- 
tion that the county highway 
department or the county 
board is contemplating such 
a drastic move, but with the 
progress and efficiency kick 
the county is on at the pres- 
ent time don't be sure that 
it can't, happen here. 

The number and letter 
system of designating local 
roads would undoubtedly be 
more efficient and would 
sfcnack of progress, but it 
seems to us the cost would 
be awfully high if it meant 
doing away with some of the 
historic names by which our 
roads are identified.

The state legislature has 
under consideration some 
bills that would establish a 
flat two per cent income tax 
on all individuals working or 
doing business in the State of 
Illinois with part of the rev- 
enue going to the state gen- 
eral fund and part to a state 
income tax fund. 

Under the proposal the 
county clerk of each county 
would notify the state how 
much each taxing district in 
the county levied so that the 
income tax fund could be 



tapped for part of this 
money. 

This would result .in an 
abatement of part of the tax 
levy and a resultant redac- 
tion in local taxes on real 
estate and personal property. 

What isn't clear is the 
formula for returning the 
money to the local taxing 
bodies. 

Will the total revenue of 
the income tax fund he di- 
vided equally among the 101 
counties in the state or will il 
be apportioned on the basis 
of how much was collected 
from each county? 

Wonder also what protec- 
tion there is against the local 
taxing bodies levying in ex- 
cess of their real needs so 
that the income tax refund 
will actually be an additional 

windfall.

The weekly digest of new 
bills in the legislative hopper 
makes interesting reading be- 
cause many of the bills re- 
ceive no headlines or space 
in reports from Springfield. 

For instance, we recall 
nothing in the news columns 
about a bill introduced by 
State Representative Warren 
Wood calling for the nomin- 
ation of U. S. Senator, all 
state officers, state senators, 
and state representatives by 
party conventions composed 
of precinct, ward, or town- 
ship committeemen. 

This would certainly shor- 
ten that little old ballot. And 
think of how much more 
economical and efficient. No 
more primary elections, no 
more decisions on your 
choice of candidate to repre- 
sent you and your party in 
the general election. 

Of course, to make it even 
more economical and effi- 
cient the total votes received 
by a candidate at the parly 
convention could then deter- 
mine the winner of the gen- 
eral election. 

Voila! Look at alt the 
money saved by doing away 
with the general election. 

And then there is tlie bill 
which would make it manda- 
tory for any authority filling 
a vacancy in an. elective of- 
fice to fill it with ah ap- 
pointee from the same party 
as the person who formerly 
held the office. 

It's a good thing for Circuit 
Judge Phil Yager a law such 
as that wasn't on the books 
last December.

Have you ever helmed 
your boat under a bridge ami 
seen suspension lines, gird- 
ers or bridge supports crowd- 
ed with birds . perched whig 
to wing?

The weather savvy boat- 
man knows what gives With 
the birds. If you don't here 
arc some clues that'll help 
you to bo your own weather 
prophet. • 

Birds perch on wire, tree 
limbs or any handy resting 
spot when bad weather is ap- 
proaching. They also fly 
lower, work their wings hard- 
er than usual just before a 
downpour or a big blow. This 
Is no old wives' talc, but fact, 
and it Is easily explained. 
Low pressure air which pre- 
cedes bad weather .makes it 
hard for birds to fly. 

Clouds arc* handy guides. 
High clouds traveling rest- 
lessly across the sky in the 
opposite direction of lower 



hanging clouds indicate iun 
settled weather, j 
j Fleecy j light! 'textured 
clouds like spun candy arc 
signs; of fine weather. These 
are accompanied by modest 
breezes. Bewaro of those 
dark \ oily looking | cloud for- 
mations for' they foretell 
rain.: High bung clouds are 
not likely jto soak you' down, 
no matter ! how i grlny they 
may appear. But when they 
start coasting down, bettor 
brca k out ; you r foil 1 went her 
gear, pull iuj,ski.tow or fish- 
ing lines and head for shelter 
because lowering clouds drop 
rain. 

Storms on the North. Am- 
erican continent generally 
move from West to East dur- 
ing the summer mouths. So 
even if you don't think you 
need a compass aboard, bet- 
ter know which way you're 
heading if you want to duck 
a shower. Lightning flash- 
ing or dark clouds gathering 
west or northwest of your 
heading will mean you are 
helming right into a storm. 
If an electrical disturbance 
is east or south of the direc- 
tion your boat is moving, ton 
to one you will avoid the 
storm.
